Potrero  Hill  Housing  Complex  Slow  to  Reconstruct

For  years,  Potrero  Hill 
residents  have  speculated  that  the 
neighborhood's  half-century  old, 
dilapidated  public  housing  complex 
will  be  torn  down,  with  the  land 
sold  to  developers  anxious  to  get 
their  hands  on  a  prime  piece  of  real 
estate.  The  speculation  has  a  good 
basis.  Planning  has  begun  to  replace 
the  Potrero  Hill  Housing  Complex, 
which  consists  of  the  Annex  and 
Terrace,  with  a  mix  of  new  public, 
affordable  and  market  rate  housing. 
Mayor  Gavin  Newsom  and  District 
10  Supervisor  Sophie  Maxwell  have 
proposed  that  $95  million  in  revenue 
bonds  be  issued  to  help  finance 
the  project.  Whether,  and  when, 
redevelopment  will  occur  is  dependent 
on  Board  of  Supervisors  approval  of 
a  mayoral  budget  proposal  to  use 
$5  million  in  general  fund  monies 

to  advance  the  planning  process,  as 
we\\  as  voter  approval  of  the  bonds, 
which  the  Board  has  yet  to  place  on 
any  future  ballot. 

The  62  buildings  that  make  up 
the  complex,  which  is  located  on  the 
Hill's  southern  edge,  are  home  to 
roughly  1,100  residents.  Many  of  the 
complex's  units  are  boarded-up  and 
unsafe  for  occupation.  The  Terrace 
buildings  were  constructed  in  1942 
and  are  in  need  of  major  repairs.  The 
newer  Annex  was  built  in  1955,  but 
its  units  are  also  in  poor  condition, 


Plans  are  slowly  developing  to  reconstruct 
housing. 

according  to  a  San  Francisco  Housing 
Authority  report.  "The  public 
housing  in  Potrero  and  Bayview  is 
the  oldest,  worst  maintained  public 
housing  in  the  City.    It  has  to  be

rebuilt,  and  that  rebuilding  has  to  be 
done  the  right  way,  especially  for  the 
current  residents  of  public  housing. 
We  support  them,  and  we  support 
a  rebuild  that  thinks  of  them  as 


partners,"  said  Tony  Kelly,  President 
of  the  Potrero  Boosters  Association.

Homeless  Prenatal 
Program  Changes  Lives 


Community  Concerned 
About  UCSF  Helipad  Plan

Situated  at  the  super-sunny 
intersection  of  18th  Street  and  Potrero 
Avenue,  the  Homeless  Prenatal 
Program  (HPP)  is  a  thriving  nonprofit 
that  addresses  the  pre-  and  post-natal 
needs  of  thousands  of  San  Francisco 
families.  According  to  Martha 
Ryan,  who  founded  the  program  18 
years  ago  with  a  grant  from  the  San 
Francisco  Foundation  and  now  serves 
as  its  executive  director,  'The  HPP 
works  with  families  to  break  the  cycle 
of  homelessness  and  poverty.  Seizing 
the  motivating  opportunity  created 
by  pregnancy  and  parenthood,  HPP 
joins  with  families  to  help  them 
recognize  their  strengths  and  trusts 
in  their  capacity  to  transform  their 
lives.' 


In  its  first  year  HPP  provided  72 
pregnant  women  with  care;  this  year 
up  to  2,000  people  will  be  served. 
HPP  provides  a  variety  of  services  to 
needy  families,  including  substance 
abuse  and  prenatal  programs  that 
help  create  healthy  births  and  stable 
families:  97  percent  of  the  mothers 
who  participate  in  HPP  get  or  stay  free 
of  substance  abuse  and  give  birth  to 
healthy  weight  babies.  The  nonprofit 
also  provides  housing  assistance, 
placing  more  than  250  families  in 
permanent  homes  each  year.  And 
case  managers  are  available  to  help 
with  immigration  issues  as  they  arise. 
More  than  half  of  the  program's  staff 
are  former  homeless  mothers.

At  a  community  workshop  held 
last  month  Potrero  and  Mission 
Bay  residents  demanded  that  the 
University  of  California,  San  Francisco 
(UCSF)  provide  more  information 
about  their  proposed  helipad  at  the 
yet-to-be-built  Children's  Hospital 
in  Mission  Bay.  Many  workshop 
participants  had  attended  an  earlier 
San  Francisco  Planning  Commission 
meeting,  which  focused  on  San 
Francisco  General  Hospital's  helipad 
proposal,  which  would  be  located 
roughly  a  mile  away.  Helipad 
activists  were  thus  well-armed  with 
an  arsenal  of  questions  for  the  UCSF 
Community  Advisory  Group  Action 
Team,  which  is  comprised  of  USCF 


directors,  administrators,  and  patient 
care  managers.  The  Action  Team 
fielded  queries  about  noise  pollution, 
helicopter  safety  and  'duplicate 
helipads. 

The  workshop  commenced  with 
opening  formalities,  warm  smiles 
and  a  quick  review  of  the  previous 
community  meeting's  successful 
revision  to  the  hospital's  ambulance 
entryway,  which  was  shifted  back 
from  Mariposa  Street  in  response  to 
community  concerns  about  traffic 
congestion.  The  Action  Team 
began  their  helipad  briefing  with  a 
Power  Point  presentation  designed 
to  promote  the  project  and  allay

When  I  first  moved  to  the  Hill 
almost  a  decade  ago  it  bothered 
me  that  to  travel  to  or  from  the 
neighborhood  I  had  to  go  over 
a  freeway,  under  a  freeway,  or 
past  unpleasant  looking  industrial 
detritus.  Of  course  this  islanding 
effect  helped  give  the  community  its 
tight-knit  character.  There  were  few 
reasons  for  most  San  Franciscans  to 
visit  our  neighborhood,  and  plenty  of 
visual  cues  that  might  dissuade  folks 
from  doing  so,  leaving  residents  to 
themselves. 

The  Hill's  isolation  began  to 
change  with  the  arrival  of  the 
Maktub  Group,  otherwise  known 
as  the  owners  of  Chez  Papa,  Chez 
Maman,  Baraka,  and  Couleur,  who 
made  our  little  corner  of  paradise  a 
destination  for  foodies.  The  rising 
tide  of  integration  with  the  rest  of  the 
City  is  accelerating,  with  Dogpatch 
becoming  gourmet  alley  for  restaurant 
start-ups  and  expansions,  and  the 
northern  slope  being  populated  by 
high-end  retailers,  bakeries,  chain 
coffee  shops,  and,  starting  this 
summer,  Whole  Foods. 

Still,  accessing  the  neighborhood 
remains  a  mostly  depressing  affair. 
There's  no  public  marker  that 
residents  or  visitors  are  entering,  or 
exiting,  a  quite  special  place  that's 
distinct  from  the  eastern  South-of- 
Market  sprawl  or  Potrero  Avenue 
speedway.  We  should  fix  that, 

As  a  start  let's  turn  the  rather 
barren  Kansas  Street  Circle  in

Showplace  Square  into  a  beautiful 
gateway  to  Potrero  Hill.  A  fountain, 
like  the  charming  one  located  in 
Berkeley's  Marin  Circle;  native 
vegetation,  and  benches  would  be  a 
more  suitable  visual  cue  that  would 
also  better  serve  nearby  workers  and 
residents  than  the  current  desultory 
statue  surrounded  by  what  amounts 
to  a  doggy  litter  box.  An  attractive 
public  space  might  also  foster  civic 
pride  and  spur  the  nearby  merchants 
into  domg  their  part  to  create  a  lively 
and  eye-catching  public  center.  It  is, 
after  all,  a  fundamentally  lovely  little 
circle,  bounded  by  mostly  attractive 
buildings.

Potrero  Hill  has  historically 
prided  itself  on  its  gritty,  working 
class,  industrial-age  character.  We 
should  do  what  we  can  to  retain 
the  elements  of  this  community 
personality  that  still  suit  us.  But 
it's  time  for  investments  in  public 
space  to  catch-up  with  our  million 
dollar  real  estate  market  and  the 
energetic  investments  in  commercial 
buildings.

Healthy  Helipad 

I  was  disappointed  by  the 
article  about  San  Francisco  General 
Hospital's  (SFGH)  proposed  helipad 
that  appeared  in  the  View's  May 
issue.  The  piece  mostly  showcased 
the  views  of  project  opponents,  and 
you  didn't  investigate  or  attempt  to 
verify  any  of  the  claims  they  made. 
One  opponent  questioned  the  need  for 
the  helipad;  nowhere  in  your  article 
did  you  attempt  to  determine  if  there 
was  a  need.  Another  opponent  said 
the  noise  would  make  nearby  homes 
"unlivable;"  you  didn't  investigate 
how  noise  levels  have  impacted 
neighbors  at  other  urban  helipads. 
By  simply  giving  a  soapbox  to 
opponents,  you  did  the  issue  and  our 
neighborhood  a  disservice. 

I'm  not  associated  with  this 
project  or  SFGH  in  any  way,  but 
issues  of  public  health  are  important 
to  me  and  my  family.  For  example, 
the  only  pediatric  trauma  center  is 
in  Oakland.  If  my  son  were  to  need 
such  a  center,  the  only  possibility 
of  transport  is  via  ambulance  over 
the  bridge.  Obviously  helicopter 
transport  would  be  better.  It's 
meaningless  to  say,  as  the  opponents 
did  in  your  article,  that  the  helipad 
should  be  opposed  if  it  benefrS*people 
outside  our  neighborhood.  *  The 
Bay  Area  faces  collective  dangers, 
including  earthquakes  and  terrorism, 
for  which  SFGH's  trauma  center 
provides  regional  services. 

One  of  the  opponents  you  quote 
said  that  the  hospital  hasn't  given 
a  good  reason  for  the  helipad.  You 
should  have  checked  the  link  that  you 
supply  with  your  article;  it  provides 
just  such  a  reason: 

In  a  November  2001  Report  on  the 
SFGH  Trauma  Center,  the  American 
College  of  Surgeons  stated, 

"The  lack  of  a  helipad  and 
helicopter  service  is  a  major 
deficiency  in  providing  optimal 
trauma  care  for  San  Francisco 
General  Hospital  and  San 
Francisco.  It  is  difficult  to 
understand  why  a  city  the  size 


of  .San  Francisco  does  not  have 
any  medical  air  transport.  The 
congested  roads  and  bridges 
with  the  surrounding  water  make 
helicopter  service  an  essential 
medical  support  service." 

There's  an  excellent  summary 
of  issues  and  opinions  posted  on  the 
Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  blog. 
This  exchange  includes  the  views  of 
people  who  have  lived  near  urban 
helipads,  a  helicopter  pilot,  and 
someone  whose  life  was  saved  by 
such  a  service.  It's  far  more  balanced, 
substantive,  and  informative  than 
what  you've  provided.  I  think  any 
neighbor  who's  interested  in  this 
issue  should  check-out  this  link:

That's  Some  Good  Eating 

Slow  Club,  a  go-to  spot  for  night 
time  clubbers,  is  opening  a  second 
location  in  Dogpatch,  taking  over 
the  space  formerly  occupied  by  the 
Third  Street  Cafe  on  22nd  and  Third 
streets.  The  new  60-seat  outlet 
doesn't  yet  have  a  name,  but  will 
mimic  the  mother  restaurant's  lunch, 
dinner,  and,  ultimately,  brunch  menu 
of  high-end  hamburgers  and  salads.

Bar  opens  in  a  remodeled  space 
formerly  occupied  by  the  Garden 
of  Tranquility,  across  the  street 
from  Whole  Foods.  Even  short- 
time  Potrero  Hillians  remember  the 
Garden  as  being  a  lone  beacon  of 
carry-out  food  on  the  northern  slope 
not  so  long  ago.

megawatt  Trans  Bay  Cable  project 
is  needed.  PG&E  soft-sold  the  idea 
that  energy  management  programs  -- 
including  energy  efficiency,  demand- 
response,  and  load-shifting  —  could 
effectively  address  the  60  MW  supply 
gap  that's  likely  to  emerge  a  dozen 
years  from  now  under  stringent  new 
reliability  criteria,  and  threw  in  a 
pitch  for  a  $200  million  transmission 
upgrade  that  would  shrink  the  gap 
to  a  handful  of  megawatts.  Cal-ISO 
said  the  cable  would  take  care  of 
San  Francisco's  reliability  needs  for 
the  next  three  decades,  providing 
policy  makers  with  ample  time  to 
develop  environmentally- friendly 
alternatives.  SFPUC's  consultant 
pointed  out  that  even  with  the 
cable,  the  City's  downtown  area, 
which  soaks  up  roughly  250  MW  of 
electricity  daily,  would  be  vulnerable 
to  outages  under  Cal-ISO's  reliability 
criteria.  A  few  weeks  later,  despite 
the  project's  high  costs  and  ample 
opportunities  to  pursue  greener 
alternatives,  the  SFPUC  staff  proposal 
that  it  be  approved  in  exchange  for  a 
different  kind  of  green  —  $50  million+ 
towards  energy  efficiency  and  port 
licensing  fees  —  was  endorsed  by 
the  agency's  commission.  As  part 
of  the  discussion  leading  up  to 
cable  approval  SFPUCommissioner 
Richard  Sklar  opined  that  the  Trans 
Bay  Cable  should  substitute  for  the 
City's  "polluting,  green  house  gas 
emitting"  combustion  turbine  project, 
which  Cal-ISO  has  insisted  is  needed 
to  close  the  existing  Potrero  Power 


Plant.  That  project  is  years  late  and 
looks  to  be  costing  upwards  of  $300 
million.  Rumors  are  now  afoot  that 
Cal-ISO  and  the  City  are  pressing 
PG&E  to  come  up  with  the  necessary 
bundle  of  energy  management 
programs,  and  to  lower  the  costs  of 
their  proposed  transmission  upgrade, 
as  a  means  of  closing  the  short-term 
reliability  gap;  and  that  the  City  may 
be  willing  to  kill  its  own  CT  project  in 
exchange  for  cable  approval.  Round, 
and  round,  and  round  we  go,  were  we 
stop,  nobody  knows. 

Parking  Woes 

Neighborhood  merchants  are 
none  too  pleased  that  the  SFPUC 
intends  to  prohibit  parking  between 
7  a.m.  and  6  p.m.  -  prime  shopping 
hours  —  on  Connecticut,  Texas,  19th, 
and  20th  streets  from  late-June  until 
the  end  of  the  year  as  part  of  a  water 
pipeline  improvement  project.  The 
City-mandated  parking  disruptions 
come  on  the  heals  of  no  parking 
signs  that  were  posted  by  a  private 
contractor  on  Missouri  and  20th 
streets  for  most  of  the  Winter  and 
Spring.  That  no  parking  period 
was  more  like  a  no  working  period: 
no  construction  was  actually  done 
during  most  of  the  time  the  signs  were 
posted.  Meanwhile,  Whole  Foods, 
which  will  provide  free  underground 
parking,  is  opening  next  month, 
potentially  putting  the  squeeze  on 
long-time  Potrero  Hill  fixture  The 
Good  Life  Grocery. .  it's  hard  to  buy 
locally  when  you  can't  park  your  car 
locally.

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New  Building  Bulks  Up,  Blocks  Off  Potrero  Corner

Veva  Edelson,  an  artist  who  lives 
on  18th  and  Kansas  streets  in  a  house 
built  in  1894,  isn't  happy  about  the 
new  construction  taking  place  next 
door.  Her  neighbor,  Dan  Miller, 
subdivided  his  50  by  100  feet  double- 
lot,  which  is  partially  occupied  by 
a  half  century-old  house,  and  is 
erecting  a  three-story  structure.  The 
new  building,  which  consists  of  two 
condominium  units,  occupies  an  area 
that  was  once  a  large,  lush,  garden 
enclosed  by  a  wrought-iron  fence. 

Edelson  claims  Miller  has  ignored 
the  neighborhood's  existing  modest- 
sized  housing  characteristics  by 
constructing  a  monster  building  that 
blocks  her  and  her  neighbors'  views 
of  the  City  and  Golden  Gate  Bridge. 
It  also  invades  her  privacy,  she  said, 
with  multiple  windows  facing  her 
home,  prompting  her  to  keep  her 
shades  drawn.  She  estimates  the  new 
structure  is  more  than  twice  the  size 
of  her  2,000  square  foot  house. 

"It  sucks.  This  is  my  home.  I  don't 
think  it's  right,"  said  Edelson. 

"Before  this  I  enjoyed  open  space 
and  had  more  of  a  view  of  downtown. 
I've  lived  here  since  I  was  nine  years 
old;  in  the  '70s  when  nobody  wanted 
to  live  on  Potrero  Hill." 

The  original  building  plans 
placed  the  structure  right  up 
against  her  home's  north  side— her 
home  faces  east—and,  according  to 
Edelson,  provided  for  inadequate 
parking.  After  a  letter  writing  and 
petition  campaign,  she  was  able  to 
persuade  the  San  Francisco  Planning 
Department  to  require  some  design 
alterations. 

"It  took  lots -of  work  to  get  my 
point  across,"  said  Edelson.  "I  also 
had  to  learn  the  terminology  of 
the  city  planning  department;  you 
have  to  learn  their  language  to  get

anything  done.  We  went  to  design 
review  with  the  planning  department 
and  we  won.  The  developer  had  to 
redesign  the  building  and  hire  a  new 
architect.  The  new  building,  although 
the  size  is  very,  very  large,  is  a  way 
better  design  than  the  original." 
Under  the  revised  plans  two  parking 
spaces  had  to  be  created  per  unit,  as 
well  as  a  central  courtyard,  providing 
open  space  between  Edelson's  home 
and  the  new  structure. 

"How  can  you  build  a  building 
that  so  dramatically  impacts  my 
house?  Wouldn't  it  be  better  to  work 
to  build  something  that  would  be

good  for  both  of  us?  Rather  than 
respecting  each  other's  interest  and 
working  towards  a  compromise  that  is 
acceptable  to  both  people,  he  showed 
no  willingness  to  compromise.  It  was 
only  when  he  was  forced  to  come 
to  the  table  at  the  design  review 
board." 


After  two  failed  attempts  to 
contact  Miller  for  an  interview,  he 
happened  to  be  outside  his  new 
building  when  the  View  photos  were 
being  taken.  "The  only  thing  I  have 
to  say  is:  I  love  Potrero  Hill,"  he 
said.

The  Peninsula  Humane  Society  and  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals 
now  provides  free  spay  and  neuter  services  from  their  mobile  pet  surgery  suite 
twice  a  month  in  the  Bayview  and  Mission  neighborhoods.

"We're  bringing  something  to 
people  for  free.  It  can't  get  any  easier 
than  that,"  says  Scott  Delucchi. 
senior  vice  president  of  Community 
Relations  for  the  Peninsula  Humane 
Society  and  Society  for  the  Prevention 
of  Cruelty  to  Animals. 

Delucchi  is  a  man  with  a  mission 
-  to  spay  and  neuter  as  many  dogs 
and  cats  as  possible,  thereby  reducing 
the  number  of  unwanted  animals  who 
wind  up  in  shelters.  And  he's  willing 
to  come  to  you  to  do  it. 

Earlier  this  year  Humane  Society 
veterinarians  started  a  twice  a  month 
commute  from  the  peninsula  in  a 
custom-made  rig  to  spay  and  neuter 
cats  and  dogs  cared  for  by  needy  San 
Francisco  residents.  The  surgeries 
had  been  offered  only  on  the  third 
Thursday  of  each  month  outside  San 
Francisco  Animal  Care  and  Control 
office's  in  the  Mission.  But  to  better 
serve  the  City's  eastern  and  southern 
neighborhoods,  the  Humane  Society 
added  Bayview-based  Pet  Camp  to  its 
route.  The  mobile  spay/neuter  clinic 
will  be  parked  outside  Pet  Camp,  an 
animal  boarding  facility,  on  the  first 
Thursday  of  every  month. 


In  both  locations  the  mobile 
clinic  accepts  pets  between  8  and  9 
a.m.,  to  be  picked  up  in  the  afternoon. 
No  appointments  are  necessary,  but 
dogs  must  have  a  current  DHLPP 
vaccine  and  cats  must  have  a  current 
FVRCP  vaccine.  No  proof  of  rabies 
vaccines.  City  license  or  economic 


need  is  required.  Pets  should  not 
have  food  after  midnight  before  the 
surgery  because  they'll  be  receiving 
anesthesia.  There's  a  limit  of  one  pet 
per  family. 

Pets  older  than  eight  years  or 
weighing  more  than  80  pounds 
are  not  permitted  due  to  the 


constraints  of  working  in  a  vehicle 
rather  than  a  hospital.  Humane 
Society  veterinarians  developed 
these  protocols  after  testing  the 
vehicle  by  spaying  and  neutering  pet 
evacuees  from  Hurricane  Katnna  in 
the  Society's  parking  lot. 

The  mobile  spay/neuter  clinic 
is  sponsored  by  San  Francisco  Bay 
Humane  Friends,  led  by  Vanessa 
Getty.  The  group  wanted  to  have  the 
greatest  impact  on  animal  survival, 
and  together  with  the  Humane 
Society  identified  free  spay/neuter 
surgery  as  the  best  intervention  to 
offer.  The  vehicle,  which  started  to 
roll  in  late-2005  and  handles  about 
a  dozen  surgeries  a  day,  is  outfitted 
with  $125,000  worth  of  equipment, 
and  costs  roughly  $250,000  a  year  to 
operate. 

Shelters  have  offered  various 
spay/neuter  programs  for  years,  but, 
according  to  Delucchi,  "the  idea  is 
to  eliminate  previous  hurdles,  like 
cost  and  transportation,  by  bringing 
the  surgery  to  the  neighborhoods  we 
serve."  Delucchi  said  that  neutered 
and  spayed  animals  are  less  likely 
to  roam,  are  less  aggressive  and  that 
the  occurrences  of  certain  cancers  are 
eliminated  or  significantly  reduced.

Q)  Shortly  after  our  Utah  Street 
neighbor  renovated  their  home, 
graffiti  appeared  on  the  exterior  of 
their  freshly  painted  house.  The 
graffiti  isn't  vulgar  or  violent,  it's 
actually  artfully  done.  I'm  pretty 
sure  I  know  the  graffitist:  he's  a 
middle  school  friend  of  our  son's, 
a  nice  kid,  who's  never  in  trouble, 
very  bright,  and  who  evidently  likes 
to  paint— on  other  people's  houses. 
Should  I  tell  the  neighbors  that  I 
know  who  did  this?  Should  I  speak 
to  the  boy  or  to  his  parents?  Do  I  tell 
the  authorities? 

A)  You  have  an  obligation  to 
talk  to  your  son's  friend.  He's  placed 
himself  in  an  adult  situation  where, 
in  the  eyes  of  the  law,  he's  trespassed 
and  vandalized  private  property.  You 
should  let  him  know  that  his  actions 
have  legal  and  moral  consequences. 
Help  him  come  up  with  a  solution 
to  the  problem.  That  way  he  can 
correct  the  situation  and  learn  from 
it  rather  than  being  forced  to  do  so 
by  his  parents. 

Q)  I  live  across  the  street  from 
an  elementary  school.  I  also  work 
at  home  from  mid-morning  to  early- 
evening.  When  the  kids  arrive  at 
school,  I'm  usually  just  waking  up, 
and  enjoy  the  hustle  and  bustle  of 
the  morning  atmosphere.  At  the  end 
of  the  day,  however,  it's  a  different 
story.  Cars,  minivans,  and  SUVs  are 
stacked  two  and  three  cars  deep  from 
the  sidewalk,  often  honking  to  alert 
or  speed  up  their  children.  The  bus, 
and  the  kids  at  the  bus  stop,  can  be 
quite  loud.  The  pick-up  process  can 
last  a  half-hour  or  more.  During 
this  time  period  delivery  drivers 
can  t  make  it  to  my  house,  I  have 
difficulty  coming  and  going  myself, 
and  the  noise  disrupts  my  conference 
calls,  which  I  need  to  have  at  that 
time  of  day  due  the  nature  of  my 
business.  I  don't  want  to  make  it 
difficult  for  parents  to  pick-up  their 
children  from  school  but  this  is  a 
real  disruption  for  me  and  my  work. 
What  should  I  do? 

A)  This  situation  is  both  annoying 
to  you  and  unsafe  for  the  children.  I 
suggest  you  contact  the  school's 
principal  to  discuss  the  problem. 
Every  school  has  procedures  for 
student  drop-off  and  pick-up  and, 
most  importantly,  supervision  of 
students  during  those  times.  If  the 
double-parking  and  noise  situation 
isn't  corrected,  you  should  contact 
the  school's  district  office  and, 
ultimately,  the  police  department. 
The  police  can  monitor  the  sound 
pollution  you're  experiencing,  ensure 
student  safety,  and  issue  warnings  or 
tickets  to  curb  bad  behavior.  Acting 
on  your  concerns  may  lead  to  a  safer 
environment  for  the  children. 

Q)  There's  a  40-year-old  tree 
in  my  Kansas  Street  backyard  that 
partially  blocks  the  view  of  my  next 


door  neighbor,  who's  of  more  recent 
vintage.  Some  of  the  tree's  branches 
extend  over  his  yard,  but  most  of  it  is 
contained  within  my  yard  or  the  one 
catty-corner  to  it,  which  is  vacant. 
He  wants  me  to  trim  the  tree  to 
improve  his  view;  I'm  happy  with  the 
way  things  are.  Should  I  do  the  trim, 
and  if  so,  who  should  pay  for  it? 

A)  If  the  tree  was  already  fully 
grown  when  the  neighbor  moved  in 
it  would  be  unreasonable  for  him  to 
request  that  you  pay  to  create  a  view 
where  one  didn't  previously  exist.  If 
your  tree  slowly  encroached  on  your 
neighbor's  view  over  time,  then  he's 
justified  in  asking  that  the  tree  be 
trimmed  back  or  feathered  to  restore 
the  view.  In  any  event  you  should 
trim  the  tree  branches  that  reach  over 
his  property  line.  You  could  also  offer 
to  have  a  service  trim  the  tree  if  your 
neighbor  pays  for  the  job  as  well  as 
the  continued  upkeep. 

Q)  I'm  the  upstairs  landlord  of 
a  very  barky  dog.  The  next  door 
neighbor  has  called  the  cops  several 
times  about  the  constant  yelping.  Do 
I  have  any  responsibility  in  all  this9 

A)Landlord-tenant  relationships 
can  be  summed  up  in  one  word: 
contractual.  Unless  you  agreed 
to  take  responsibility  for  the  dog 
in  the  lease,  you  have  none.  What 
complicates  this  circumstance  is  that 
you  live  upstairs  from  your  tenant, 
which  makes  you  neighbors.  In  this 
case,  I  suggest  you  consider  your 
neighborly  obligation  towards  both 
your  two-footed  and  four-pawed 
tenants.  A  barking  dog  may  be  a 
symptom  of  an  unhappy  or  anxious 
dog.  Talk  to  your  tenant  about  ways 
to  alleviate  the  dog's  barking.  You 
can  also  direct  your  tenant  to  the 
San  Francisco  SPCA  for  no  cost 
advice  about  how  to  curb  the  barking 
behavior. 

Q)  There's  a  slowly  decaying 
vacant  house  on  19th  Street  that's 
owned  by  a  nearby  neighbor.  At 
minimum  it  would  seem  to  be  home 
to  various  rodents,  and  it's  certainly  a 
shame  to  see  wasted  space  in  our  tight 
housing  market.  What  obligation 
does  the  owner  have  to  do  something 
with  this  property? 

A)If  the  property  is  truly  rodent 
infested,  then  it  poses  a  public  health 
problem  and  you'd  want  to  notify  the 
San  Francisco  Department  of  Public 
Health/Environmental  Services  to 
take  action.  Otherwise,  your  neighbor 
is  under  no  obligation  to  do  anything 
with  the  property.  However,  you 
can  talk  to  your  neighbor  about  your 
concerns  and  find  out  why  the  house 
has  fallen  under  disrepair.  If  it's  a 
financial  matter  where  your  neighbor 
can't  afford  to  make  the  repairs,  you 
can  suggest  one  of  many  nonprofit 
housing  agencies  that  may  want  to 
take  on  a  revitalizing  project.

Going  to  War 


By  David  Matsuda 


For  almost  a  half -decade  America 

0 

has  been  fighting  a  two-front  war  in 
the'Middle  East,  in  Afghanistan  and 
Iraq.  Yet  most  of  us  remain  untouched 
as  our  troops  attack  and  are  attacked, 
wound  and  are  wounded,  kill  and 
die.  While  many  of  our  neighbors 
in  Bayview-Hunters  Point  have 
family  members  or  friends  in  the 
military,  few  Potrero  Hill  residents 
have  similar  connections.  Most  of 
what  we  know  about  the  sacrifices 
made  by  our  men  and  women  in 
uniform  comes  from  what  we  read  in 
newspapers,  books  and  blogs,  watch 
on  television  and  internet  video  sites, 
or  hear  on  the  radio. 

About  a  year  ago  I  began 
communicating  with  the  U  S 
military  about  ethnographic  research 
I'd  previously  conducted  in  a  war 
zone.  During  the  1980s  I'd  pursued 
anthropological  fieldwork  in  war- 
torn  Guatemala.  There  are  striking 
parallels  between  the  regional  war  in 
Central  America  twenty  years  ago,  in 
which  Guatemala  was  a  "frontline  in 
the  war  against  Communism,"  and 
our  current  regional  war  m  the  Middle 
East,  in  which  both  Afghanistan  and 
Iraq  are  viewed  as  "frontlines  in  the 
war  on  terrorism." 

In  both  cases  an  American-backed 
regime  waged  a  "hearts  and  minds" 
counterinsurgency  campaign  against 
a  feuding  multi-ethnic  uprising  that's 
organized  around  tribal  affiliation. 
In  both  cases  terrorists,  militias  and 
guerillas  were,  or  are,  trained  and 
armed  by  neighboring  states  and 
funded  by  black-market  economies, 
with  all  sides  committing  ample 
amounts  of  human  rights  abuses. 
Death  squads,  car  bombings,  and 
conflicting  religious  ideologies  result 
in  a  terrorized  populace,  masses  of 
internally  displaced  peoples,  and 
thousands  of  refugees.  The  conflicts 
drag  on  because  a  lack  of  cultural 
understanding  results  in  mistrust, 
shifting  alliances  and  ever  increasing 
violence. 

My  previous  experience  in 
Guatemala,  combined  with  my  need 
to  help  my  country  and  its  "enemies" 
resolve  a  devastating  crisis,  has 


prompted  me  to  join  America's 
war  in  the  Middle  East.  Not  as  a 
soldier:  I'm  too  old  and  frail  to  be 
on  the  front  lines.  Not  as  a  spy:  I 
don't  have  it  in  me  to  plan  coups, 
conduct  clandestine  operations  or 
provide  the  intelligence  that  ends 
people's  lives.  I'm  going  to  serve  as 
an  anthropologist  who  has  cross- 
cultural,  comparative  experience 
in  a  war  zone  defined  by  ethnic 
strife  and  religious  ideology.  I'll  be 
responsible  for  providing  American 
and  Iraqi  military  decision-makers 
the  insights  they  need  to  make 
culturally-informed  decisions  that 
result  in  mutual  understanding,  aid 
in  conflict  resolution,  and  hopefully 
bring  about  peaceful  solutions. 

My  decision  to  join  the  war  wasn't 
an  easy  one.  I  leave  behind  a  loving 
and  supportive  family,  wonderful 
friends  and  a  great  life  on  the  Hill. 
In  addition,  some  anthropologists 
who  worked  for  the  military  in  past 
wars  have  crossed  ethical  boundaries; 
the  American  Anthropological 
Association  equates  military  service 
with  cooptation.  As  a  result,  I  may 
be  excluded  from  the  academic 
community  when  I  return  home.  I 
worry  that  my  51-year-old  mind  and 
body  may  not  have  what  it  takes  to 
accomplish  a  course  correction  of 
this  magnitude.  And  even  if  I  survive 
the  training  my  return  from  such  a 
"combat  rich  environment"  is  in  no 
way  guaranteed. 

With  gentle  prompting  from  my 
friend  and  neighbor  David  Fierberg, 
the  support  of  my  wife  Kristi,  and 
with  the  encouragement  of  View 
publisher  Steven  Moss,  I'll  be  writing 
a  series  of  occasional  articles  for  the 
View  about  my  experiences  to  help 
connect  Hill  residents  to  the  war. 
My  next  stop  is  the  National  Military 
Training  Center.  If  I  survive  that 
I'll  be  deployed  to  the  Middle  East. 
You'll  be  hearing  from  me. 

David  Matsuda  is  an 
anthropologist  and  long-time  Potrero 
Hill  resident  who  h-as  taught  at 
various  California  State  University 
campuses.

income  families  learn  to  fight  for  their 
rights  by  providing  training  about 
issues  that  effect  them,  including 
housing  and  welfare.  Mental  health 
services  are  offered  through  Spanish- 
and  English-language  support  groups, 
and  classes  provide  instruction  in 
English,  computer  software,  yoga, 
art,  and  prenatal  skills. 

The  Community  Health  Worker 
training  program  offers  a  one  year 
paid  internship  that  prepares  women 
to  move  from  welfare  to  work. 
Participants  start  by  volunteering 
with  the  organization  and  working 
a  set  number  of  hours  within  a  year, 
after  which  they  have  the  opportunity 
to  gain  office  and  receptionist  skills, 
computer  literacy,  and  job  search 
practice. 

Community  Health  Workers 
are  the  first  faces  clients  see  when 
they  visit  HPP.  With  their  newly 
learned  skills,  the  interns  offer  a 
trustworthy  welcome  as  they  share 
their  experiences  and  the  impact  HPP 
has  had  on  their  lives.  As  a  result  of 
this  12-month  program,  women  who 
start  as  clients  work  their  way  up  to 
becoming  mentors  for  others. 

HPP's  onsite  drop-in  Childcare 
Center  enables  parents  to  meet 
privately  with  a  counselor,  or 
attend  a  class  or  support  group, 
knowing  that  their  children  are  in 
a  safe  and  nurturing  environment. 
Center  staff  watch  the  children 
with  an  eye  towards  identifying 
developmental  issues,  and  consult

with  case  managers  about  children 
whose  parents  would  benefit  from 
understanding  their  child's  expected 
growth  and  development  patterns. 

During  a  typical  HPP  day  there's 
an  ebb  and  flow  of  children  and  adults 
attending  various  appointments  and 
workshops,  in  an  atmosphere  that 
appears  as  warm  and  cheery  as 
the  sunny  climate  outside.  Visiting 
children  often  wander  over  to  an 
enticing  rack  of  'dress-up'  clothes  and 
play  until  they  join  the  Center,  where 
the  real  fun  begins.  Toys,  games,  and 
story-telling  are  contained  in  a  lovely 
play  space.  HPP  clients  and  staff  are 
continually  engaging  with  each  other 
openly  and  warmly;  to  a  casual  eye  it 
looks  like  a  model  community. 

Two  years  ago  Martha  Ryan  was 
presented  with  the  Isabel  Allende 
Foundation's  Espiritu  Award, 
which  recognizes  organizations 
that  help  women  achieve  social  and 
economic  justice.  However,  despite 
its  successes,  HPP  is  always  seeking 
volunteers  and  donations.  Especially 
welcome  are  such  practical  items  as 
used  clothing,  books,  formula,  diaper 
bags,  toiletries,  child  car  seats,  and 
slings.

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Jazz  Camaraderie  at  the  Dogpatch  Saloon

To  the  couples  throwing  back  gin 
and  tonics  at  the  Dogpatch  Saloon 
on  Third  Street,  the  metal  bell  that 
the  bartender  occasionally  tinkles 
to  end  a  live  jazz  song  may  seem 
cute,  but  for  the  young  musicians 
nervously  awaiting  their  chance  to 
play  with  jazz  veterans,  the  bell  is 
a  landmark  object,  and  the  ultimate 
compliment. 

"If  you  hear  the  bell  that  means 
you  were  good,"  bartender  Rich 
Brown  says  in  a  husky  voice.  He  props 
himself  against  the  bar  nonchalantly, 
like  a  man  who  owns  the  rights  to  the 
phrase,  "I've  seen  a  lot  in  my  day,  let 
me  tell  you."  Brown  decides  which 
songs  at  Sunday's  jazz  jam  session 
deserve  the  bell;  he  alone  wields  its 
jingle-jingle-jingle  judgment. 

The  Dogpatch  Saloon  is  the 
only  establishment  in  the  historic 
working  class  neighborhood  near 
San  Francisco's  eastern  shore  that 
incorporates  "Dogpatch"  into  its 
name,  according  to  owner  Mike 
Apicelli.  Until  four  years  ago  the 
establishment  was  called  "Bouncers," 
and  served  as  a  biker  bar.  When 
Smith  took  over  the  operation  he 
changed  its  name  to  Dogpatch  Saloon, 
and  started  hosting  jazz  on  weekend 
nights.  The  straight-ahead  jazz 
standards,  combined  with  vintage 
Miles  Davis  posters  and  the  veteran 
clientele,  lends  the  saloon  a  timeless, 


and  some  say  classy,  air. 

Kenny  Au  Yeung  and  Peter 
Sparacino  are  sitting  at  the  bar 
during  one  Sunday  night  jazz  session, 
their  horns  at  their  feet  and  alcoholic 
beverages  in  their  hands.  Both  boys 
are  just  out  of  college,  freshly  shaven, 
and  seem  nervous.  They  smile  stiffly 
as  Brown  announces  that  he  rings 
the  bell  "when  I  like  what  I  hear." 
With  more  drink  in  their  cup  than 
in  their  stomach,  Au  Yeung  and 
Sparacino  impatiently  wait  their  turn 
to  be  called  01*  stage  to  play  with  the 
regulars. 

Tonight  the  regulars  consist  of 
Vince  Lateano  on  drums,  Michael 
Zisman  on  bass,  Pete  Yellin  on 
saxophone,  and  John  Calloway  on 
flute.  Lateano  is  the  patron  of  the 
Dogpatch  jam  sessions;  he  recruits  a 
group  of  seasoned  jazz  musicians  to 
kick  off  the  sessions  every  Sunday 
afternoon  on  the  small  stage  in 
the  back  of  the  one-room  lounge. 
Tonight  the  musicians  are  squeezed 
together  as  if  in  a  small  practice 
room,  practically  touching,  but  they 
soar  through  jazz  standards  with  an 
impeccable  sound  and  a  big  band 
feel. 

Al  Molina,  guest  trumpet  player, 
sidles  up  to  the  bar  before  his  turn 
on  stage  and  puts  in  an  order  with 
Brown.  "Yeah,  there's  usually  a 
mix  of  people,  young  and  old  here,  " 


he  says.  Molina,  like  the  other 
performers  that  lived  through  jazz's 
heyday  in  the  1960s,  busts  out  his 
solo  in  one  confident,  talented  stride. 
Most  bar  attendees  continue  to 
chatter  away  while  the  jazz  rolls 
steadily  in  the  background. 

The  regulars  take  a  quick  break 
before  beginning  the  second  half  of 
their  session.  This  is  the  part  of  the 
evening  when  new  musicians  are 
invited  onstage  for  a  round  of  soloing. 
Au  Yeung,  a  recent  Cal  graduate,  was 
the  first  to  arrive  and  hence  first  in 
line.  "I'm  actually  only  here  for  the 
free  guacamole, "  Au  Yeung  deadpans. 
He's  referring  to  the  counter  of  food, 
a  tasty  mix  of  rice,  bean  stew,  hearty 
guacamole  and  pesto-topped  cheese 
spread  that's  included  every  Sunday 
with  the  $5  cover  charge. 

As  Au  Yeung  steps  on  stage  the 
musicians  agree  on  the  standard 
"You  Stepped  Out  of  a  Dream."  He 
proves  he's  a  far  cry  from  Kenny  G, 
improvising  with  melodic  kicks  and 
turns.  He  ends  his  solo  on  the  best 
note  of  all:  Brown's  jingling  bell. 

Sparacino  is  next  to  be  called 
up.  A  recent  graduate  from  Indiana 
University's  jazz  program,  Sparacino 
scoped  out  the  bar  the  previous 
Sunday.  "There  are  a  lot  of  good, 
places  out  there,  but  not  all  of  them 
have  open  jam  sessions,"  he  says  in 
tribute  to  the  Dogpatch.  "This  place 


is  definitely  established  and  it's 
usually  packed." 

The  jazz  vets  select  "In  Your 
Own  Sweet  Way"  by  Dave  Brubeck 
Sparacino  quickly  sweeps  up  his  tenor 
saxophone,  adjusts  his  embouchure, 
and  belts  out  his  solo  with  a  full 
Sonny  Rollins-esque  sound.  He  ends 
to  resounding  applause.  After  he 
finishes  Brown  hands  him  a  brown 
token,  which  turns  out  to  be  currency 
for  a  free  drink,  courtesy  of  the  bar. 

"What's  your  name  kid?"  Brown 
shouts  from  across  the  bar.  "People 
down  here  are  asking  about  you." 
Sparacino  breaks  into  quick  smile, 
then  shouts  them  his  name,  spelling 
and  all. 

"This  place  is  kind  of  the 
established  'be-in-bed-by-9:30' 
type,"  he  whispers  to  Au  Yeung, 
comparing  it  to  the  late-night  jazz 
sessions  around  the  Bay.  "But 
Amnesia  in  the  Mission  follows  in 
the  great  tradition  of  places  like  the 
Dogpatch.  To  play  with  these  guys 
at  the  Dogpatch  is  an  honor." 

Several  female  jazz  vocalists  are 
next  up  to  the  microphone.  The  first 
singer  grabs  the  attention  of  the  tipsy 
clientele  seated  at  the  far  end  of  the 
bar  with  her  finely  tweaked  vibrato. 
The  other  jazz  vocalist  shows-off  a 
sonorous  voice  that  sends  heads  a-

bobbin'  and  feet  a-tappin'. 

After  a  few  jazz  interludes  by  the 
regulars.  Lateano  announces  that 
newbies  Tomoko  and  Austin  will 
be  taking  over  bass  and  drum  roles, 
respectively.  A  few  seconds  later  a 
youngster  tour-de-force  take  over  the 
rein,  letting  the  jazz  dinosaurs  retire 


for  drinks  and  schmoozing. 

Au  Yeung  and  Sparacino  trade 
fours  on  alto  and  tenor  saxophone, 
and  finish  their  stint  on  stage  in 
good  standing  with  Brown  and  the 
assembled  jazz  connoisseurs.  "That 
was  a  nice  change,"  says  Au  Yeung 
about  their  last  song.  "Jazz  isn't 
something  you  can  compose,  and 
playing  with  younger  guys  gives  you 
a  bit  more  freedom  onstage." 


The  jazz  vibes  run  deep  at  the 
Dogpatch.  Claude  Allen,  the  saloon's 
Sunday  doorman,  worked  at  the 
Bayview  Yacht  Club  during  its  jazz 
heyday,  and  witnessed  the  famous 
Miles  Davis  and  Charles  Mingus 
"Jazz  Workshop"  sessions  that  took 
place  in  San  Francisco  in  1959  "We 
certainly  aren't  here  to  pick  up  girls 
or  drinks.  It's  about  jazz,"  said 
Brown  from  his  pedestal  behind  the 


bar  counter. 

Brown  turns  on  his  heel  to  take 
another  order  "Poor  Rich  Brown," 
as  he  calls  himself,  forgets  every 
now  and  then  to  shake  the  darn  bell, 
even  though  he's  clearly  grooving  to 
the  impressive  array  of  singing  and 
soloing  on  stage.  The  musicians- 
well,  they  seem  to  forgive  him.

Saturday,  June  2,  10:53  p.m.:  Two  robberies  occurred  within  minutes  and  a 
block  apart  from  one  another  In  the  first  incident  a  cab  driver  was  robbed 
at  the  corner  of  Kansas  and  19th  streets,  after  dropping-off  a  fare.  As  the 
driver  was  seated  in  his  cab  the  rear  door  opened  and  the  suspects  got  in. 
They  pointed  a  gun  at  his  head  and  demanded  his  money.  The  second  incident 
occurred  just  minutes  later  on  Rhode  Island  and  19th  streets.

In  the  vicinity  was  a  car  belonging  to 
the  suspect;  inside  were  his  female  companion,  their  infant  son,  and  four  car 
stereos.  The  man  admitted  to  stealing  the  stereos—including  one  from  around 
the  corner  a  few  minutes  prior  to  the  911  call—and  said  that  his  companion 
had  nothing  to  do  with  the  crimes.  The  other  stereos  were  taken  a  few  days 
before  that.  The  man  was  arrested  for  numerous  counts  of  auto  burglary 
and  violation  of  his  auto  burglary-related  parole. 

Sunday,  June  11,  12:37  a.m.:  Partygoers  at  a  night  club  located  at  Cesar 
Chavez  and  Michigan  streets  were  interrupted  by  gun  fire  in  the  parking 
lot.  Even  as  police  arrived  numerous  individuals  were  exchanging  gunfire. 
One  person  fled,  a  gun  was  later  recovered  nearby.  One  individual  was  shot 
in  the  foot.

community  concerns.  However,  the 
formal  presentation  slowly  slid  into 
a  free-for-all  question  and  answer 
session,  with  a  litany  of  queries 
thrown  at  the  Action  Team  and  their 
consultants.  Participants  requested 
detailed  information  on  exactly  how 
the  proposed  Mission  Bay  helipad 
would  be  operated,  and  who  it  would 
benefit 

The  first  string  of  questions 
related  to  the  helipad's  location. 
Action  Team  member  Howard  Ash 
said  that  the  helipad  would  be 
constructed  at  the  hospital  complex's 
northernmost  corner,  rather  than  at 
the  previously  identified  Sixth  and 
Third  streets  inpatient  care  unit. 
The  helipad  would  rise  to  125  feet  at 
its  highest  point,  with  the  first  105 
feet  consisting  of  the  building  itself 
and  the  last  20  feet  comprised  of 
mechanical  support  for  the  facility.  • 

Chnsta  Thomas,  UCSF  Children's 
Hospital  Transport  Program's 
Patient  Care  Manager,  assured 
meeting  attendees  that  "almost 
every  children's  hospital  has  a  team 
like  this;  it's  not  unusual."  The 
Hospital  Transport  Program  would 
act  as  liaison  between  physicians 
at  community  hospitals  and  UCSF 
doctors.  Thomas  stressed  that  only 
trained  physicians  from  community 
hospitals  could  dispatch  a  helicopter 
for  transport  to  UCSF  Children's 
Hospital;  9-1-1  residential  calls 
would  not  qualify  for  helicopter 
transport  to  the  Mission  Bay  site. 

Audience  members  asked  what 
conditions  would  trigger  the  need  for 


air  as  opposed  to  ground  transport 
"It  depends  on  the  severity  of  the 
illness."  said  Thomas.  UCSFhospitals 
possess  more  highly  specialized 
equipment  and  intensive  care  units 
than  hospitals  located  in  other 
communities.  Community  hospitals 
unable  to  treat  a  child's  severe, 
life-threatening  health  problem 
would  contact  her  team  of  UCSF 
professionals  to  decide  if  the  situation 
warranted  an  air  transfer. 

"How  can  you  pick  up  a  patient 
in  San  Francisco  if  there  are  no 
San  Francisco  helipads?"  asked 
a  Potrero  Hill  resident.  "We  will 
likely  use  ground  transportation  in 
San  Francisco,"  responded  Roxanne 
Fernandes.  UCSF  Children's 
Hospital's  Executive  Director. 
Physicians  from  hospitals  located 
throughout  Northern  California 
would  be  eligible  to  request  use 
of  the  heliport,  she  explained.  If 
air  transport  was  the  agreed  upon 
measure,  the  UCSF  Patient  Care 
would  dispatch  a  helicopter  from 
one  of  six  heliport  stations  to  pick  up 
patients,  including  those  located  in 
Concord,  Santa  Rosa,  and  Redding. 

"Would  you  make  a  commitment 
to  not  fly  in  and  out,  doubling 
flights?"  one  Mission  Bay  resident 
inquired  after  Thomas  announced 
that  UCSF  estimates  that  there  would 
be  roughly  10  air  transports  a  week. 
"Absolutely,  this  delays  response 
time,"  said  Thomas.  As  part  of  the 
transport  protocol,  independent 
helicopter  contractors  would  be 
dispatched  to  community  hospitals 
or  ambulances  awaiting  transport  at

the  SFO  airport  USCF  physicians 
would  meet  the  child  at  their  bedside 
after  the  helicopter  had  landed  on 
the  Mission  Bay  helipad  and  the 
patient  had  been  transferred  into  the 
hospital. 

"How  are  we  going  to  audit 
that9"  shouted  one  audience  member. 
"We  would  like  statistics  about  how 
helipads  are  used  at  other  hospitals, 
like  Oakland  and  Stanford,"  said 
another.  According  to  Jim  Adams, 
Chief  Executive  Officer  of  the  REACH 
Air  Medical  Services,  "Child  health 
care  is  poorly  reimbursed,"  noting 
that  physicians  are  usually  paid 
less  for  children's  trauma  services 
than  adult  services.  "This  isn't  a 
business  people  get  into,  it's  a  need 
that's  met." 

"Sure,  sure,"  the  audience 
hooted.  "There  is  just  absolutely  no 
profit  involved,"  one  participant  said 
sarcastically.  Another  Potrero  Hill 
resident  cited  a  study  on  the  overuse 
of  helicopters,  noting  that  22  percent 
of  helicopters  have  been  turned  away 
by  hospitals  in  the  past  10  years. 
Adams,  who  claimed  to  be  familiar 
with  the  study,  said  that  it  focused  on 
air  transport  called  in  by  both  trained 
physicians  and  9-1-1  operators, 
who  tend  to  misdiagnose  problems. 
Audience  members  requested  that 
the  Action  Team  collect  pertinent 
helipad  studies  for  review  at  the 
following  meeting 

Thomas  and  Fernandes  shifted  to 
an  emotional  register  when  they  cited 
a  case  of  a  30-week-old  infant  who 
died  the  previous  weekend  after  an 


overflowing  Stanford  hospital  denied 
the  community  physician's  request 
for  an  air  transfer.  The  child  was 
dispatched  by  ground  transport,  but 
died  before  the  ambulance  reached 
the  closest  qualified  hospital.  In 
response  to  the  story  one  participant 
asked,  "Is  this  emotional  appeal  for 
children9  You  pick  one  case  of  a 
baby  dying,  so  please  don't  resort  to 
emotionalism.  You  need  a  compelling 
reason  to  keep  150,000  people  awake 
at  night." 

Another  attendee  broke  the 
increasingly  tense  meeting 
atmosphere  by  insisting  that  his 
fellow  participant,  who'd  been  vocal 
throughout  the  workshop,  start 
"taking  notes"  because  he  was 
dominating  the  floor  and  not  allowing 
other  community  members  to  speak. 
At  this  point  in  the  heated  discussion 
a  soft-spoken  British  doctor  arrived 
to  convey  just  how  beneficial  the 
UCSF  helipad  would  be  to  the 
medical  community.  "This  training 
institution  allows  an  aggregate  of 
medical  excellence,  which  the  helipad 
could  help  advance,"  he  said. 

Team  member  Ash  insisted  that 
the  helipad  would  help  train  health 
care  practitioners  who  are  leaders 
in  their  field.  "We  need  to  attract 
people  to  our  program,"  he  said, 
distinguishing  between  the  children's 
care  department  and  the  state-of- 
the-art  cancer  care  facility.  The 
latter  is  elective  and  unrelated  to  the 
emergency  cases  that  would  rely  on 
the  helipad. 

When  asked  if  the  UCSF  Parnassus 
hospital  site  would  eventually  move 
their  adult  care  facilities  to  Mission 
Bay,  increasing  helicopter  frequency, 


Thomas  responded  with  a  definitive 
"  No.  Western  San  Francisco  would 
not  be  served  appropriately,"  said 
Thomas,  stating  that  UCSF  has 
no  plans  to  transfer  the  liver  and 
neurosurgery  departments  from 
Parnassus  to  Mission  Bay.  She  also 
insisted  that  "loyalties  exist  between 
hospitals,  and  most  physicians  will 
continue  to  request  their  preferred 
hospital  for  their  patients"  if  another 
helipad-equipped  hospital  happened 
to  be  closer  than  the  Mission  Bay 
site. 

"Has  there  been  talk  with  SF 
General  regarding  their  proposed 
helipad?"  an  audience  member 
asked.  "It's  amazing  how  the  two 
hospitals  are  on  parallel  tracks  and 
there's  no  discussion  between  them  at 
all.  Especially  since  helicopters  are 
taking  off  at  SFGH  and  others  are 
coming  into  UCSF  at  similar  speeds," 
she  said,  pointing-out  that  the  UCSF 
Environmental  Impact  Report  makes 
no  mention  of  the  proposed  SFGH 
helipad. 

"They  are  a  trauma  center  where 
time  is  of  the  essence,"  explained 
Thomas.  UCSF  Children's  Hospital 
is  not  a  designated  trauma  center,  but 
rather  a  level  two  trauma  center  that 
can  only  initiate  hospital  to  hospital 


transfers.  Cindy  Lima,  Director 
of  Medical  Center  Administration, 
assured  residents  that  the  helipad 
must  first  be  approved  by  the  Federal 
Aviation  Administration,  California 
Department  of  Transportation,  and 
San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors 
before  it  can  be  built. 

Barbara  Bagot-Lopez,  UCSF 
Community  Relations  Director  for  the 
Mission  Bay  Community  Task  Force, 
announced  that  USCF  will  hold  a 
helicopter  test  flight  in  the  coming 
months,  at  a  date  to  be  announced, 
and  residents  are  encouraged  to 
attend.  Bagot-Lopez  also  distributed 
press  releases  detailing  future  Action 
Team  meetings.  "Slow  moving 
is  a  good  thing  when  it  comes  to 
community  input,"  she  said.  UCSF 
hopes  to  engender  as  much  community 
involvement  in  the  helipad  decision 
making  process  as  possible  through 
newspaper  advertisements  and  mass 
email  mailings.  Dogpatch,  Mission 
Bay,  Potrero  Hill,  and  South-of- 
Market  residents  are  particularly 
encouraged  to  attend  the  next  UCSF 
community  workshop  on  Monday, 
August  1,  which  will  focus  on  bicycle 
and  pedestrian  access  to  the  hospital.

current  maintenance  and  repair  issues 
on  the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  (HUD), 
claiming  that  HUD  doesn't  provide 
enough  funding  for  upkeep.  Conflicts 
between  the  Housing  Authority  and 
HUD  are  long  standing;  so  much 
so  that  HUD  classifies  the  Housing 
Authority  as  a  "troubled"  agency, 
and  it's  currently  threatened  with  a 
court-ordered  take-over. 

In  the  past  decade  other 
San  Francisco  public  housing 
developments,  including  Valencia 
Gardens  and  North  Beach  Place, 
were  reconstructed  with  funds 
from  HUD's  HOPE  VI  program. 
The  reconstructed  complexes  were 
designed  to  blend  in  with  their 
surrounding  communities.  North 
Beach  Place  now  includes  public, 
market  rate  and  affordable  housing 
units  as  well  as  retail  space. 

The  Housing  Authority  is 
planning  to  "revitalize"  eight  San 
Francisco  public  housing  sites  — 
including  the  Potrero  Terrace  and 
Annex  --  under  a  new  program 
called  HOPE  SF  The  moniker  is  a 
spin-off  of  the  federal  program,  but 
no  federal  funds  are  currently  slated 
for  reconstruction.  HOPE  SF  was 
developed  by  a  task  force  formed  by 
the  mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors, 
and  charged  with  improving  San 
Francisco's  public  housing. 

The  task  force  identified  key 
principles  to  guide  public  housing 
reconstruction,  including  that  there 
be  no  net  loss  of  public  housing 
units  and  that  the  new  developments 
consist  of  economically  integrated 
communities  New  complexes  would 
include  market  rate  units  to  subsidize 
reconstruction  costs;  however 
even  with  the  subsidy  hundreds  of 
millions  of  dollars  are  needed  to 
fully  fund  the  effort.  Revitalizing 
the  Potrero  Hill  Housing  Complex  is 
expected  to  require  an  additional  $90 
million  dollars.  Hunters  View  will 
be  the  first  development  to  undergo 
reconstruction  under  the  HOPE  SF 
project  within  the  next  few  years, 
at  a  projected  cost  of  $300  million 
dollars. 

Juan  Monsanto,  Housing 
Authority  Planning  and  Program 
Development  Manager,  explained 
that  Potrero  Hill's  planning  process  is 
at  a  preliminary  stage.  The  agency  has 
prepared  a  Request  for  Qualifications 
for  developers,  and  two  respondents 
are  in  the  process  of  preparing  a 
revitalization  plan  which  will  be 
presented  to  the  community  for 
feedback. 

According  to  Monsanto  the  plan 
"will  probably  double  the  existing 
density  due  to  the  very  low  density 
in  the  Potrero  Hill  development. 
The  idea  is  to  match  the  surrounding 
density  so  as  to  create  a  continuum 
of  the  existing  urban  fabric."  The  600 
existing  units  would  be  replaced  one 
for  one.  but  market  rate  and  affordable 
units  would  be  added.  The  HOPE  SF 
Task  Force  has  recommended  that 
all  reconstructed  developments 
consist  of  40  percent  public  housing, 
40  percent  market  rate  housing 


and  20  percent  affordable  rental 
and  ownership  housing,  as  well  as 
commercial  and  retail  components. 

Edward  Hatter,  the  Potrero  Hill 
Neighborhood  House's  Executive 
Director,  is  supportive  of  preliminary 
redevelopment  plans,  though  he's 
concerned  that  the  existing  amount 
of  open  space  in  the  complex  will  be 
reduced.  Hatter  is  also  worried  that 
the  plans  will  call  for  a  land  swap 
in  which  public  housing  would  be 
excluded  from  the  more  attractive 
parcels  on  the  Hill's  eastern  side, 
which  have  stunning  East  Bay 
views.  "I  feel  cautious  about  the 
revitalization  project  at  this  point,  I 
want  it  to  be  a  neighborhood  serving 
project,  I  don't  want  to  lose  any 
[public]  housing  units  and  I  want  it 
to  be  successful,"  Hatter  stated 

"The  Potrero  Hill  terrain  is 
extremely  challenging.  But  every 
HOPE  VI  project  had  its  design 
challenges  and  we  expect  this  project 
will  be  extremely  important  to 
revitalize  with  the  assistance  of 
residents,  neighbors  and  stakeholders 
in  order  to  make  it  a  mixed-income, 
mixed-use  community,"  said 
Monsanto. 

"The  complex  should  be  rebuilt 
immediately,"  said  Eddie  Kittrell. 
Annex  Tenants'  Association 
president  and  a  HOPE  SF  Task 
Force  member.  According  to  Kittrell 
existing  residents  favor  revitalization, 
and  will  be  guaranteed  a  place  in 
the  new  development  if  it's  ever 
constructed. 

While  both  Kittrell  and  Hatter 
believe  that  construction  could  begin 
within  the  next  two  years,  significant 
city,  state,  or  federal  funds  have 
yet  to  be  set  aside  for  the  project, 
and  the  bonds  will  have  to  obtain 
voter  approval.  Art  Agnos,  former 
San  Francisco  mayor  and  regional 
HUD  director,  and  a  Potrero  Hill 
resident,  stated  that  even  though 
the  HOPE  VI  program  has  been 
significantly  scaled  back  under  the 
Bush  Administration,  federal  funds 
could  be  accessed  to  rebuild  the 
complex  if  the  Housing  Authority 
were  in  better  standing  with  HUD 
"If  I  were  in  charge  all  of  the  [Annex] 
units  would  be  demolished."  said 
Agnos  He  added  he'd  implement 
the  project  in  stages  and  ensure  that 
it's  integrated  economically,  like  the 
North  Beach  Place  project. 

Many  community  members  are 
anxious  to  see  reconstruction  happen 
sooner  rather  than  later.  According 
to  Marcia  Gregory,  who  lives  on 
Missouri  Street,  "As  a  Potrero 
resident,  living  close  enough  to  the 
public  housing  projects  to  look  at 
them  every  day,  I  certainly  favor 
the  reconstruction  from  a  purely 
aesthetic  point  of  view.  Will  the 
crime  rate  decrease,  will  the  gunfire 
and  violence  become  less  frequent  if 
the  houses  themselves  are  nicer  yet 
the  demographic  remains  the  same? 
While  it  would  be  my  hope  that  an 
improved  environment  and  better 
living  conditions  might  have  this 
effect,  I  would  need  to  see  some  hard 
evidence,  or  supporting  research."

Once  upon  a  time  there  was  a  real-life  ice  cream  parlor  on  Potrero  Hill.  Opened  in  1978  by  Ron  Gemple,  the  Daily  Scoop  featured  everything  you  would  expect  in  a 
1950s-style  Small  Town,  USA  hangout--your  choice  of  sugar  (or  cake)  ice  cream  cones  with  sprinkles  (or  not),  banana  splits,  black-and-white  tiled  floors,  gently  whirring 
ceiling  fans,  tiny  tables  with  spindly  wire-backed  chairs,  a  well-stocked  juke  box-as  well  as  such  modern-day  staples  as  bagels  and  fresh-roasted  coffee,  including  Sally 
Forsberg's  cappuccino,  judged  the  best  in  town  at  the  1984  San  Francisco  Urban  Fair.  The  Scoop's  walls  were  festooned  with  vintage  soda-fountain  signs:  from  an 
iconic  Coca  Cola  plaque,  to  a  neon  cone  that  was  liberated  from  a  Chinatown  establishment  that  specialized  in  ginger  ice  cream,  to  a  sign  touting  a  five-cent  candy  bar 
called  Chicken  Dinner.  But  after  23  years  the  ice  cream  melted;  the  Scoop  closed  its  doors  in  2002.  Today  the  southwest  corner  of  18th  and  Missouri  has  a  Left  Bank, 
Paris  aura,  courtesy  of  the  elegant  Chez  Papa  Bistro.  Meanwhile,  old  Scoop  habitues  have  dried  their  tears  and  are  happily  partaking  of  good  coffee,  if  not  ice  cream, 
down  the  street  at  Farley's  Cafe,  which  opened  in  1989,  and  where  the  atmosphere  is  somewhat  North-Beachesque.  Readers  with  more  information  about  this  picture, 
or  who  have  other  old  Hill  photographs  to  share,  are  invited  to  contact  the  View,  editor@potreroview.net,  or  The  Potrero  Hill  Archives  Project,  aldwj@sbcglobal.net.
